in Canada. The reduction of Quebec was their object. 
Their rout lay through a hideous, pathleſs wilderneſs, of 
about four b»ndred miles to Sertigen, the hrſt French-let- 
tlement. The ſtreams were exceedingly rapid and dans 
gerous, which required a large number of- carrying-pla» 
ces: one of them, including two ſmall ponds, is not ſhort 
of thirteen nules.

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vancing upon us, when under very broken circumftances; 
we retreated out of the province, narrowly elcaping with 
the ſkin of our teeth®, And, in high honor of tke LoRD 
do I mention it—this very arduous undertaking, in the 
heat of ſummer, was conducted with ſuch ſkill, prudenee 
and diſpatch, by SuLL1van, that we ſuffered no damage 
but a mere trifle.

And notwiths 


ſtanding the terrible ravages of the imall-pox, and various 


ether diſorders, which ſhockingly waſted our men, we 


erected excellent works, and put ourſelves in a good 


poſture of defence, In autumn, CARLTON and Bun- 
GOYNE met us on lake Champlain, and engaged ARs 
XOLD by the iſland De Cole. They fought, on both ſides, 
with great ſpirit, when ſucceſs was dubious ſeveral hours, 
till night coming on, the Reyal fleet drew off—and our 
ſmall, clumſy craft made up the lake. But before we 
could ſtop our leaks and recruit, the wind in their favor, 


the enemy, having the greateſt ſuperiority in the con- 


ſtruction and quality of ſhipping, made for us, and ſoon 
came upand as we were now rendered unfit for any ſevere 
encounter, we fought them chiefly in the retreating way, 
until they had chaled us to Baſon-harbour, about five 
miles below Crown-Point, when moſt of our veſſels were 


either deftroyed or taken. But their ſhipp! ing, in mean 


time, being much wounded, and their loſs of men not 
inconſiderable, they had not much whereof to glory. — 
The reduction of our works was their grand object. — 
They once made their appearance very near us and 


were 2s ſoon repulſed, And alte many pompous flou- 
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ches, and ineffeRual man@uvres, they were obliged to 
re- croſs the water, and return to Canada, with many 
marks of diſappointment, chagrin and diſgrace. Here the 
Logo did great things for us, whereof we were glad. 
At this important period, the Loxp was, alſo, doing 
great things for us, at the /ea-/i4e. . Howe's grand arma- 
ment was divided between New-York and South-Caroling. 
After various inſidious efforts to engage the Blacks of 
Virginia in his Royat MasTev's intercſt—DunmMore 
was expelled with every mark of juſt infamy and con- 
tempt.——— Marvellous were the diſplays of divine power 
at Sulliyan's-Iand+ ; and in curbing the daring inſolence 
ef many Indian- ſavages, in the ſouth, But how divinely 
grand and maj-ftic doth the Lorv's hand appear, in the 
middle department! The main force that Great-Britain 
could ſend hither, was now oppoſed to WASHINGTON, 
The ſequel will ſhow, that mercy and judgment were, 
here mingled together; both of which demand our grate- 
ful attention, and moſt devout acknow ledgments. 

Our principal trial of ſtrength was on | Long-Iflandfy. 
Not leſs than fix Times our numbers were, at once, oppol- 
ed to us. The conteſt was long and ſharp! each ide tought 
with various ſucceſs : Britons and Heſſians were faith- 
ful to the Crown ; and our Freeborn Countreymen ſupported 
their recent arms, with terror and reputation.

of the enemy Had they improved the advantage in 
their hands, we muſt now have juffered inexpreſſible loſs 
and damage, in the city of New-JYork. Bur fo were they 
overruled by Him who 7s Hines than the bigbeſi t, that 
we had leiſure to remove our artillery, ſtores, baggage, 


and various other articles of value, before their deicent. 
on the city. As this iſland was commanded by the ſea, 


and the heights of Long - Mand, it was our higheſt wudom 
to repair to the continenth. - 5 
The attention of the BRTTIsH GENERAL, with his 
numerous, formidable my, was now wholly bent, ei- 
ther to ſurround our camp, or elſe to provoke us to a 
general battle.

Every heart 
was anxious, and trembled ror the event The enemy 
numerous, excellently diſciplined, and moſt grandly equi- 
ped, were inlolent and daring! Our people running to— 
gether, in haſte, from remote parts of the country, were 
under incomparable diſadvantages, and had no time for 
diſciphne, on this ſudden emergence.—In this ſituation, 
the BRITISH Cher, prefuming on the invincibleneſs of 
his troops, and that he fhould have little more than one 
Mameful exhibition, either of our cowardice or weakneſs, 
boldly advanced upon GaTEs, and gave him battle at 
Belbman's-HeightsF. The action began with a ſmall ad- 
vanced party on our fide ; but by large reinforcements, 
it ſoon became pretty general, which laſted from twelve 
o'clock till dark. Here, as on Long-Iſland, the conteſt 
was ſharp and trying: both armies tought with a ſpirit 
and reſolution truly aſtoniſhing ! Viftory, the reward of 
courage and brayzry, a long time, hung in doubt—until 
f VELCT RUS 
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veterans, again had found their match : for the battle was

condeſcended to give it us, into our hands“. Being now 
cut off from all ſupphes, by way of the lakes; hemmed 
in, and ſtraitened on every ſide; the enemy. were ſoon 
reduced to the forlorn hope, and engaged us again, with 
all the rage of deſperation.

retreat. Let us flee, cried they, from the face of the Ame- 
ricans, for the Lord figbteth for them againſt Britons I-— 
But here again their generaſſbip failed them; and all their 
ſuperior ſkill, diſcipline, prudence and valour, at once, 
yielded to that mighty, [aviſible Hand, which they had 
either blaſphemouſly defied, or, like Ratte, proudly 
declared was in favor of their cænſe, their King, and their 
expedition.f They were inſtantly furrounded—their re- 
treat wholly cut off—and the General, with all bis army, 
ſurrendered themſelves priſoner<}|. The gight hand of ihs 
Lond, here, became glorious in power ! tor neither did our 
own ſword, or our ewn arm, ſave us: hut by his right hand, 
by his arm, and by the light of his countenance, the LorD 
of hoſts hath ſaved us: it was He who trede down our 
enemies for us, and put them to ſhame that hated ush.
